THE DEATH RECORD. 


Nathan Cromwell 


Evans died very 
suddenly at his 
home in 
Everett 


Saturday evening, 
July S, 1390. He 
had attended to his 
business during the 
4ay 'and about five 
o'clock became ser- 
iously ill and in a

breathed his last. 


The cause of his death was heart fail- 
ure. 


Captain Evans was born near Cha- 


neysville, this county, and was aged 
sixty-seven years, three months and 
fourteen days. 
When but a boy of 


ten he started to make his own living 
He learned the blacksmith trade with 
Mr. Beegle in Friend's Cove and work- 
ed at the trade several years. He at- 
tended the common schools but a very 
limited period. During the few years 
he worked at his trade he saved suffi- 
cient money to attend the Allegheny 
seminary and also the Eainsburg semi- 
nary. He taught school several terms, 
but gave up that profession to engage 
in the mercantile business in Rains- 
burg.and he served as postmaster there 
during Buchanan's administration. 


In 1861, when war threatened to sev- 


er our Union, he was among the first 
to volunteer his services and won for 
himself a record of which he was vtry 
proud. He was commissioned second 
lieutenant of Company D.lOlst Pennsyl- 
vania volunteer infantry, October 9, 
IS*!, and served with that regiment 
until April 34, 13113, when he resigned, 
owing to his failing health. 
He dis- 


tinguished himself at the battle of 
Fair Oaks and in a number of other en- 
gagements. After regaining his health 
he recruited and was elected captain 
of Company A, 184th Pennsylvania vol- 
unteer infantry,and was mustered into 
service May 13, ISM. 
The regiment 


was at once sent to the front, engag- 
ing in the battle of Cold Harbor. On 
June 4 he led his regiment in two des- 
perate assaults, losing 07 killed and 
113 wounded. Captain Evans was in 
the thicker, of the fight and had one 
shoulder strap shot off and five bullet 
holes in his clothes. After crossing 
the James river he participated in two 
hard fought battles June 16 and 32 
"Bates' History of the Pennsylvania 
Volunteers" says of his regiment: 
"Out of 500 men who stood in the 
ranks on the 3uth of May, 350, includ- 
ing 13 officers, were either killed, 
wounded or taken prisoners in a period 
of 35 days." He was taken prisoner 
June 33,1304, and was confined nine 
months in rebel prisons, when he was 
exchanged and joined his company. 
He was mustered out with his company 
July 14, 1S05 
This brief account tells 


where the captain spent his days be- 
tween '01 and '(«. It speaks of his 
bravery,and his men who served under 
him have naught to say of him but 
words of kindness and admiration. 


Returning from the war, he took up 


his old avocation, teaching school, 
which he followed several years, when 
he again engaged in the mercantile 
business in Rainsburg and continued 
at it -ant;l he moved to Everett, in 1S73, 
where he engaged in business. 


Captain Evans was married on Feb- 


ruary 33. 1S57, to Miss Penelope S. 
Folck, of near Cumberland, Md. To 
this union ten children were born. He 
is survived by his wife and seven chil- 
dren, two daughters and five sons, 
namely, Mrs. Peter Barndollar, Miss 
Ada, Lessing, James H., D. Slicer, of 
Everett; George E., of Punxsutawney, 
and John L., of Altoona. He is also 
survived by six brothers and one sister. 


In politics Captain Evans was an 


ardent Republican. He was the choice 
of nis party in ISaO for the legislature 
and was re-elected in 1S38. In 1379 he 
was elected justice of the peace and 
was re-elected in 13S4, but resigned to 
enter the legislature. He was again 
elected justice in IS'Jl and re-elected 
in 1396. A number of years ago he 
accepted the nomination for sheriff. 
but the county being strongly Demo 
cratie at that time, he was defeated. 
He was twice defeated for the sena- 
torial nomination, but defeat did not 
dampen his ardor for the party of his 
choice. 


Captain Nathan C. Evans was well 


known in Bedford county. He was a 
man of strong character, one who had 
opinions of his own and who defended 
them no matter what opposed. 
Those 


who knew him best and enjoyed bis 
friendship knew no more loyal friend 
than he, while those with whom he j"nation 
differed found in him an honest, earn- 
est opponent. In bis death Everett 
and the county lose one of their best 
and noblest citizens. His life, nobly 
spent, is at last ended. We shall see 
him no more. He has gone whence no 
traveler returns. 
Peace be to his 


ashes! 


The funeral services were held in 


the Methodist Episcopal church. Ever- 
ett, of which he was a life-long mem- 
ber. Rev. Richard Hinkle officiated. 
He was assisted by Rev. J. Emory 
Weeks, of Harrisburg. Interment was 
made in the Everett cemetery.

William A. Ressler, a well known 


citizen of Bedford county, died at his 
home in Rainsburg on Sunday. He 
was bcrn in Friend's Cove seventy-two 
years ;tgo and spent the greater part 
of his life there, although for a few 
years he lived in Allegheny and West- 
morela.nd counties. 
His parents were 


among the early settlers in the upper 
end of the Cove. Decedent was a mem- 
ber of Company D, 55th regiment, 
Pennsylvania volunteers, entering the 
service in March, 1SB4, in which month 
the troops went to Buford, S. C., and 
remained there until April, when 
they proceeded to Gloucester Point, 
Va., where Mr. Ressler contracted 
typhoid fever and was sent to Fortress 
Monroe. After he recovered he was 
placed on detached duty, serving with 
the heavy artillery. In June, 1S05, he 
rejoined the 55th regiment, which was 
encamped at Petersburg, Va., and was 
mustered out August 30 of the same 
year. Mr. Ressler was a faithful mem- 
ber of the Methodist Episcopal church 
of Rajnsburg for more than half a 
century. 
He held several borough 


offices at various times. The funeral 
services were held in the Methodist 
ehurc3. Rainsburg, Tuesday morning 
and were conducted by Rev. Francis E.

a violent and sudden hemorrhage of 
the throat. 


Grand Duke George was the heir 


presumptive to the Russian throne. 
The coir's three children are all girls 
and since Catherine II. no woman has 
been permitted to rule Russia, conse- 
quently Nicholas' brother George, next 
in age, was formally designated as the 
czarevitch, or crown prince. 


George, Czar Alexander's second son, 


was twenty-eight years old on the 9th 
of last May. Ever since 1891, when he 
set out on a tour around the world, he 
has been in such precarious health 
that only the most careful nursing has 
kept him alive. 


The accounts of the origin of his 


malady differ. One story is that he 
fell from aloft to the deck of the iron- 
clad he was commanding. Another is 
that he was struck a heavy blow on 
the chest while boxing, which devel- 
oped the Romanoff family disease, con- 
sumption. It is related that the pres- 
ent czar inflicted a similar blow on the 
chest of his older brother in a bout 
with the gloves, which blow developed 
coBsumption.as is said to have been the 
case with the Grand Duke George. 
The elder brother died from the dis- 
ease the blow developed and thus the 
present czar not only came to the 
throne but also won for a wife his 
dead brother's fiancee. 


Whatever the origin of the disease, 


consumption seiaed upon George, and 
as far back as 1805 it was thought he 
could live but a few months. Reports 
of his death were in fact circulated all 
over Europe. After turning back from 
the journey around the world, Grand 
Duke George returned to Russia and 
went under the care of the famous 
German doctor, Leyden. 
He was re- 


moved to the Caucasus. 
Later on he 


went to Algeria and Tiflis, and while 
in the latter place he fell in love with 
a very beautiful girl employed in the 
telegraph office, and for a time this 
threatened serious complications, for 
the young man was determined to 
marry her. 
His removal to Europe, 


however, combined with his knowledge 
that his days were numbered, put an 
end to the romance. 


The Grand Duke George was colonel 


of the Ninety-third Irkutsk regiment 
of infantry and a lieutenant in the 
Eleventh Austrian regiment of Uhlans, 
as well as a staff officer of the First 
Prussian regiment of Uhlans. He was 
by natural bent, however, a sailor and 
entered the navy as a sub-officer on 
board the Grand Duke Constantine 
Nicholaevitch. He was brighter in in- 
tellect, more pleasing in appearance 
and personally more popular than l.is 
brother, the czar.

A Work From Which Pennsylvania Will 


Benp Lasting Benefits. 


The work of surveying Fayette coun- 


ty, as part of the detailed r.nrvey of 
Pennsylvania ordered by the govern- 
ment, was begun last weel. at Pond 
Field, by a corps of engineers under 
the direction of A. C. Roberts.says the 
Washington Observer. Another corps 
under R. M. Sutton and J. D. Foster 
began work on the old pike just- east 
of Uniontown. 


The actual commencement of the 


geodetic survey of Pennsylvania in 
Fayette and Greene counties means 
much for the development of their 
natural resources. 
Director Wolcott 


says it will take a year to finish the 
tr'angulation work in the two coun- 
ties. Next year the work will be com- 
menced in Washington county and 
continued to those adjoining. 


That this survey will be of incalcula- 


ble benefit l,o the state is apparent, 
and especip.lly at this time, when un- 
developed coal fields are being opened 
in Fayette, Greene and Washington 
counties. The maps, which will be 
made from the data obtained by the 
topographers, will show the outline 
of all townships, counties and exten- 
sive wooded areas, as existing on the 
ground at the time of the executions 
of these surveys; also the locations of 
all roads, railroads, otreams, lakes and 
rivers, and by contour lines the eleva- 
tion and depression of the surface of 
the country. The topographic map of 
each county and section of county goes 
into such details as to make it useful 
and practical to every property holder 
and investor. The exact elevation of 
the country will be recorded on the 
ground by landmarks, one in every 
three square miles. The exact hori- 
zontal position is recorded 
on the 


ground by triangulation stations, one 
in every ten square miles. The maps 
show the exact plan of every road, 
railroad, street, trail, path and public 
boundary line; every river, lake aud 
stream; shapes, elevations and grades 
of every r. 
or fall in the surface of 


the land. 


The surveys are to be made under 


the jointauspices of the commonwealth 
and national government 
It is esti- 


mated that the total cost of surveying 
the unmapped area of the state will 
be about 8840,000. The co-operation of 
the slate with the government is in 
many ways beneficial to the former 
The state gains a complete topographic 
map of its area.

And right here is where western Penn- 
sylvania will be benefited to the extent 
of many thousands of dollars, in the 
opening of undeveloped'territory. The 
economic and mineral resources are 
pointed out and developed as a result. 
The water ways, mill powers and other 
water resources are examined, studied 
and reported upon by the hydrographic 
survey. 
The topographic maps are 


used as preliminaries in planni ng high- 
way improvements, electric and subur- 
ban railways, city water supply and 
sewage surveys.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—The Alger- 


Pingree muddle has been thickened by 
Alger's positive denial that he had 
made a deal with Pingree and saying 
that Pingree had merely offered to 
support his candidacy for the senate 
because of his dislike for McMillan. 
Later Alger denied that. This sort of 
thing is regarded by some as indicat- 
ing the truth of the story told in 
Washington a few days ago, alleging 
that Mr. McKinley intended to sup- 
port Alger and oppose Senator McMil- 
lan, but others—many others—regard 
it as nothing more than frantic efforts 
of Alger to retain his hold upon the 
war portfolio. 
The best informed

There stands the huge golden image 


towering ninety feet; erected in com- 
memoration of the military achieve- 
ments of the Assyrian conqueror. The 
great men and rulers of the kingdom, 
in thsir princely robes, are coming at 
the king's command to behold this 
new object of heathen worship. There 
stands the herald proclaiming ' the 
"decree" that at the sound of the mu- 
sical instruments every knee shall bow 
and all shall'worship the image. 


A silence, then the trumpeters give 


forth the note of command, and God's 
creatures prostrate themselves before 
a senseless form! But amid that de- 
luded throng are three brave young 
Jews, who, loyal to their Maker, dare 
disobey the king's demand. 


Word is speedily brought to him of 


this disloyalty. At once the deflants are 
ordered to the king's presence. 
"How 


is this; if ye worship not, ye shall be 
cast the same hour into the midst of a 
burning, fiery furnace, and who is that 
God that shall deliver you out of my 
hands'?" These brave Jews reply, "If 
it be so, our God whom we serve is 
able to deliver us from the burning, 
fiery furnace, and He will deliver us 
out of thine hand, 0 king.

OBJECT IS TO STOP WAR, 


Mediation tlie FirstStep-Pernmnent Conrt 


Provided For From Whone Henibon 


Disputants Mny Choose Tribunal. 


The draft of "A Convention for the 


Pacific 
Settlement of International 


Conflicts" was submitted Friday to the 
peace congress in session at The Hague. 
A few changes were made in it and 
the congress then adjourned until 
July 17 in order to give the delegates 
time to carefully consider the scheme 
as reported, consult their governments 
and get final insfc-actions. In its pres- 
ent shape the proposed treaty reads: 


Article 1. With the object of pre- 


venting as far as possible recourse to 
force in international relations, the 
signatory powers agree to use all en- 
deavors to effect by pacific means a 
settlement of the differences which 
may arise among them. 


Article 2. The signatory powers de- 


cide that in cases of serious difference 
or conflict they will, before appealing 
to arms, have recourse, so far as cir- 
cumstances permit, to the good offices 
or mediation of one or several friendly 
powers. 


Article 3. Independently of this the 


signatory powers deem it useful that 
several of the powers not committed to 
the arbitration scheme shall, on their 
own initiative, offer, as far as circum- 
stances permit, their good offlces or 
mediation to the contending states. 
The right oi offering their good offices 
belongs to powers not connected with 
the conflict, even during the course of 
hostilities, which act can never be re- 
garded as an unfriendly act. 


Article 4. The part of mediator con- 


sists in reconciling conflicting claims 
and appeasing resentment which may 
have arisen between contending states. 


Article 5. The functions of media- 


tor cease from the moment it may be 
stated by one of the contending parties 
or by the mediator himself that the 
compromise or basis of an amicable 
understanding proposed by him has 
not been accepted. 


Article B. Good offices and media- 


tion have the exclusive character of 
counsel and are devoid of obligatory 
force. 


Article 7. The acceptance of media- 


tion, unless otherwise stipulated, may 
have the effect of interrupting 'she 


in accordance with the regulations 
made for the original nomination. 


Article 24. . The signatory powers 


who desire to apply to the court for a 
settlement of differences shall select 
from tbe general list a number oi ar- 
bitrators to be fixed by agreement. 
-They shall notify the bureau of thei-r 
intention to apply to tbe court and 
give the names of the arbitrators se- 
lected. In tbe absence of a convention 
to the contrary an arbitral tribunal is 
to be constituted in accordance with 
the rules of article 31. Arbitrators 
thus nominated to form an arbitral 
tribunal for a matter or question shall 
mee t on the date fixed by the ' 
ing parties. 


Article 35. The tribunal shall usual- 


ly sit at The Hague, but may sit else- 
where by consent ol the contending 
parties. 


Article 30. Tbe powers not signing 


the convention may apply to the court 
under the conditions prescribed by 
the present convention. 


Article 37. The signatory powers 


may consider it their duty to. call at- 
tention to the existence of the perma- 
nent court to any of their friends be- 
tween whom a conflict is threatening, 
which must always be regarded as a 
tender of'good offices. 


Article 38. A permanent council, 


composed of the diplomatic represent- 
atives of the signatory powers resid- 
ing at The Hague and tbe Netherlands 
foreign minister, who shall exercise 
the functions of president, shall be 
constituted at The Hague as soon as 
possible after the ratification of the 
present act. The council shall be 
charged to establish and organize the 
international bureau, which will re- 
main under his direction and control. 
The council shall notify the powers of 
the constituting of the court and ar- 
range its installing,draw up the stand- 
ing orders and other necessary regula- 
tions; shall decide questions likely to 
arise in regard to the working of the 
tribunal, have absolute powers con- 
cerning the appointment, suspension 
or dismissal of functionaries or em- 
ployees; shall fix the emoluments and 
salaries and control the general expen- 
diture. Five members at duly conven- 
ed meetings shall constitute a quorum. 
Di cisions are to be taken by a majority 
of the votes. The council will address 
annually to the signatory powers a re-

ject of preventing a rupture oi pacific 
relations or, in the event of hostilities, 
of restoring peace. When powers be- 
tween whom there is a serious dispute 
accept mediation they cease all direct 
relations in regard to the disputed 
question, which shall be considered 
exclusively referred to the mediatory 
powers. 


Articles !) to 14 provide for an inter- 


national commission of inquiry for 
verifying facts in minor disputes not 
affecting the vital interests or honor 
of states, but impossible of settlement 
by ordinary diplomacy. The report of 
an inquiry commission will not force 
an arbitral judgment, leaving the con- 
tending parties full liberty to either 
conclude an amicable arrangement on 
the basis of the reportorhave recourse 
ulteriorly to mediation or arbitration. 


Articles M to 1!) set forth the general 


object of and benefits it is hoped to de- 
rive from the arbitration court, and 
declare that signing the convention 
implies an undertaking to submit in 
good faith to arbitral judgment. 


Article 20. With the object of facil- 


itating an immediate recourse of arbi- 
tration for international differences not 
regulated by diplomatic means, the 
signatory powers undertake to organ 
ize in the following manner a perma- 
nent court of arbitration, accessible at 
all times and exercising its functions, 
umess otherwise stipulated, between 
the contending parties in conformity 
with the rules of procedure inserted in 
the presentconvention. 


Article 21. This court is to have 


competency in all arbitration cases 
unless the contending parties come to 
an understanding for the establish- 
rient of special arbitration jurisdic- 
tion. Members shall enjoy and exer- 
cise all the functions of diplomatic 
privileges and immunities. 


Article 22. An international bureau, 


established at The Hague and placed 
under the direction of a permanent 
secretary-general, will serve as the 
office of the court. It will be the inter- 
mediary for communications concern- 
ing meetings. The court is to have the 
custody of archives and the manage- 
ment of all administrative affairs 
The bureau is authorized to place its 
offices and organization at the disposal 
of the signatory powers for the proper 
exercise of any special arbitral juris- 
diction. The signatory powers under- 
take to communicate to the bureau a 
copy of any stipulation regarding ar- 
bitration decided between them, and 
all judgments of the permanent court, 
and they undertake to communicate to 
the bureau the laws, regulations and 
documents setting forth the execution 
of judgments pronounced by the court, 
and they undertake to communicate to 
the bureau the laws, regulations and 
documents setting forth the execution 
of judgments pronounced by the court. 


Article 23. Each of the signatory 


powers shall appoint within three 
months of the ratification of the pres-

trator. The persons thus nominated 
shall be entered as inembera of the 
court on a list which shall be commu- 
nicated by the bureau to all tte signa- 
tory powers 
Any modification of the 


list shall be brought by the bureau to 
the knowledge of the signatory powers. 
Two or more powers may agree togeth- 
er regarding the nomination of one 
or more members, and the same per- 
son may be chosen by different powers. 
Members of the court are to be ap- 
pointed for the term of six years. The

port of the labors of the court, the 
working of its administrative services 
and its expenditure. 


Article 29. The expenses of the bu- 


reau are to be borne by the signatory 
powers in the proportion fixed for the 
international bureau of the universal 
postal union. 


Article 30. The powers which ac- 


cept arbitration shall sign a special 
act clearly defining the object of the 
dispute as well as the scope of the ar- 
bitrators. The powers' act confirms 
the undertaking of the parties to sub- 
mit in good faith to the arbitration 
judgment. 


Article 31. Arbitration 
functions 


may be conferred upon a single arbi- 
trator, or on several arbitrators desig- 
nated by the parties at their discre- 
tion, or chosen from among the mem- 
bers of the permanent court establish- 
ed by the present act. 
Unless other- 


wise decided, the formation of the ar- 
bitration tribunal is to be effected as 
follows : Each party shall appoint 
two arbitrators, who shall choose a 
chief arbitrator. In case of a division 
the selection is to be intrusted to a 
third power whom the parties shall 
designate. If an agreement is not ef- 
fected in this manner each party is to 
designate a different power and the 
choice of a chief arbitrator is to de- 
volve upon them. 


Article 33. When an arbitrator is a 


sovereign or head of a state the arbit- 
ral procedure depends exclusively on 
his august decision. 


Article 33. The chief arbitrator is 


president de jure. When the tribunal 
does not contain a chief of arbitration 
the tribunal may appoint its own pres- 
ident. He may be designated by the 
contending parties; or failing this, by 
the arbitration tribunal. 


Articles 3-1 to 50 provide for the ap-

Report of Auditor General • lU'Caule; for 


1S08. 


Auditor General McCauley has just 


issued his annual report for 1898. The 
sources of revenue to the state were : 
Financial corporations and associa- 
tions, 55,651,907.57; counties, S3.13I5,- 
790.64; other sources, $019,746.59; total, 
$13,325,120 D7, or 3207,137.30 more than 
in 1897. 


The tax on capital stock in 1898 was 


$3,014,465 32, as against §3,379,704.86 in 
1397. The amount received as ta-x on 
loans of corporations was reduced from 
$1,052,496 16 in 1897 to 8843,555.7!! and 
from bonus on charters from $590,- 
851,56 to $438,579.71. The tax on per- 
sonal property was increased from $2,- 
470,241.77 in 1897 to 32,722,245 58, and 
municipal and county loans from 8123,- 
1165.56 to $339,134 40. There were add- 
ed to the revenues in 1898 $531,029.46 
by the operations of the new law al- 
lowing the state the increased amount 
required to be paid for retail liquor 
licenses. Of this amount $84,306' 
was received from Allegheny county, 
$108,105 from Philadelphia, $-12,380.Vfl 
from Luzerne and 
$41,441.50 from 


Schuylkill. 


The last annual report of Auditor 


General Mylin, belated as its publica- 
tion is, contains much that is interest- 
ing. After stating that the revenues 
collected during 1897 to meet the 
state's expenses were largely used to 
pay the obligations or appropriations 
of the previous year, and showing that 
under various acts the counties had re- 
ceived in 1897 §10,300,000, including 
the increased school appropriation, re- 
tail liquor licenses, personal property 
tax, money for the maintenance of the 
insane and for other purposes, General 
Mylin says : 


"This condition of things did not ex- 


ist ten years ago, and our experience 
shows that the policy cannot be per- 
sisted in without new legislation to 
increase the revenues. If the local 
communities will pay their own judges, 
support their own schools, insane and 
charitable institutions, it ttill require 
very little revenue to support the state 
government, and the large balances on 
deposit in banks would be speedily 
eliminated from the political discus- 
sions of the day. Do away with this 
vicious system of legislation and state 
house keeping that pauperizes com- 
munities and relieve them of the re- 
sponsibility of their own acts, and ill- 
considered expenditures, extravagance, 
and corruption alleged to exist among 
many of the local authorities would be 
blotted out of existence, individuals 
directly liable through taxation for 
excessive expenditures 
would look 


more closely into them and hold their 
officials to astricter accountability."

Thx Imperial Service o( the AmerlcauSea- 


mea To Their Country Will Never He 


Forgotten.

Ssw YORK, .Tui.v 11.—A hundred and 


twenty-three years ago the vote had 
just been cast and counted that decid- 
ed a nation's fate for weal or woe and 
for ail time. The hoarse clangor of 
the old court house bell told the anx- 
ious watchers in the City of Brotherly 
Love that a new republic was born, a 
republic destined to the grandest na- 
tion that the earth has known since 
creation's dawn and the same clarion 
prophecy sent forth on the wings of 
1he wind the royal message to the na- 
tions of the earth proclaining "Liberty 
throughout all the land and to all the 
inhabitants thereof''1 


It wonld seem as if this glorious day 


was, in our history, sacred to Free- 
dom's battles 
Thirty-six years 


our matchless hero, Ulysses S. Grant, 
saw General Pemhertun and the ragged 
and starving remnant of his army, 
downcast and heartbroken, march ou1 
of Vicksburg, on which the Federal 
army never released its grasp till the 
war was ended. 


On that same day Lee and Meade 


stood face to face upon the blood- 
bought field of Gettysburg. Few such 
armies have met in battle in the nine 
teeth century and none ever fought for 
grander stake. Gulp's Hill and Round 
Top became the Thennopyhe of the 
rebellion, consecrated by the richest 
blood that was ever offered as a sacri 
fice to liberty.

The Brooklyn, the Texas, th 
Oregon and all the rest of the watch 
ful fighters dashed into the thick.es 
of the murderous fray, where death 
seemed almost certain, but no on 
thought of that, so anxious were the 
to sh^re in the glory of the Spanis 
fleet's destruction. At last the Spanis 
admiral's flagship was on fire; her dec 
was covered with the dying and th 
dead. She was sinking, and Admira 
Cervera, seeing his last hope gone 
while scalding tears rolled down hi 
bronzed cheeks like rain, divested him 
self of his uniform, and with nothin 
on him but a scapular, the gift o! hi 
confessor when leaving home, plunge 
into the sea and swam toward th 
Brooklyn, wnere he was received b 
Rear-Admiral Schley with all respec 
The rest of the story is history and 
known to all the world, though fe 
stop to think of the tremendous stake 
the Spanish admiral was playing for.

When good'ipacking gruvul is easily 


obtained, a satisfactory 
ru;:rt can be 


made by covering the prepared snrface 
with a greater or less depth of this ma-, 
terial. Bine gravel or hardpan and 
clean hank gravel, when properly mixed' 
and placed, give a surface almost like 
concrete in harcToess. 


The most excellent gravel for road 


building stands perpendicular in the. 
bank, compact and firm, and cannot b'e 
dislodged except by use of the pick, 
and when it is dislodged falls in great,, 
solid chunks. Such material contains 
just enough cementing propertius to en- 
able it to readily pack and consolidate.' 
nnd when properly placed on the pre-. 
pared roadbed makes a snrface which 
possesses almost all the qualities of a 
good stone road. 
Bounded or water 


worn gravel should never be used for 
the surfacing of roads, us such gravel 
remains loose and shifting, like materi- 
als in a shaken sieve. For the wearing 
surface gravel should be comparatively 
clean, hard, angular and tough. Such 
gravel is easily consolidated and will 
not readily 
pulverize into (lust and 


mart. 


The fonndations for stone and gravel 


roads are too often neglected. It is well 
to remember that without a durable 
foanclation there is no durable road. 
The cross section of the foundation 
should conform to that of the finished 
road, and should be so thoroughly 
rolled that wagons passing over it make 
DO perceptible impression. 


A layer of gravel not less than four 


inches nor more than six inches 
thickness should then be spread or 
sprinkled thoroughly and rolled until 
very compact and firm. Next spread 
another layer of the best gravel avail- 
able over the surface to a depth of not 
exceeding four inches. All inequalities, 
together with stone and gravels exceed- 
ing three-fourths of an inch in diam- 
eter, should then be raked out. It is 
again sprinkled and rolled until the de- 
sired hardness and smoothness are ob- 
tained. The roller is doubtless tbe most 
important piece of machinery connect- 
ed with the building aud maintenance 
of roads, and it cannot be used, too of 
ten, 
especially in spring, when the 


frosts and rains are so destructive.

ConMtnnt Cnre IN Xeccasnry to Pre-

Without proper cure the most espen 


sive rend may go to ruin in two or 
three years and the initial expense c 
constructing it be nearly lost. It is of 
the greatest importance, therefore, tun: 
all good roads should have daily caro 
They not cnly wear out, but wash o n t : j 
and freeze out. Water in the greatest 
coatl destroyer. 
i 


It is necessary to the proper main-, 


tenauce of a road that 
it shuuld 


"crown" or be higher in the middle, 
than at the sides. If it is flat in the 
center, it soon becomes concave and its 
middle becomes a pool or a muclhole if 
on a level or a water conrsa if on an iu- 
clirje. 


A hollow, rut or pnddle should never 


be allowed to remain, bnt should be, 
evenly filled and tamped with the same; 
material of which tho surface was orig- 
inally constructed. 
A rake should be 


nsed freely, 
especially in removing, 


stones, Ininps or ridges. 
Rats may be 


avoided 
hy using wiclo tires on all 


wagons which curry heavy loads. 
If 


this is not always possible, the horses 
should be hitched so that they will 
walk directly in front of the wheels. 
This can bo accomplished by making 
the double or whiffle tree of such length 
that the ends may be in line with.the 
wheels. A horse will not walk in a rut 
nnless compelled to do so. and conse- 
quently if all horses were hitched in 
this way rats wonld eventually disap- 
pear from stone roads. 
; 


If stones are cracked on a road with; 


a hammer, a smooth surface is ont of 
the question. Use stone clips for repair-, 
ing stone roads, and remember that all 
foreign material and rubbish will rain 
the best road and that dust and mud 
will double tho cost of maintenance. 


Ordinarily the chief work done by 


country people on highways is repair-/ 
ing the damage resulting from neg-1 
lect. Why this negligence! The adage 
"A stitch in time saves nine" can 
never be applied more appropriately to 
anything than to the maintenance or 
repair of all kinds of roads.

GrowliiK Unite For Seed. 


Not much attention has been paid to 


growing rape for seed in this country, 
possibly because of the fact that in 
most localities where this crop has been 
extensively grown the winters are so 
severe as to destroy the plants. It seems, 
however, that there are localities where 
rape can be profitably grown for seen, 
and Thomas A. Williams, assistant 
agrostologist of the department of agri- 
culture, suggests that farmers might 
well devote more attention to this fea- 
ture of rape growing, since most of the 
seed now used is imported. A Montana 
farmer reports that he made, three cut- 
tings the first season, allowed the plants 
to stand the second season and obtained 
a fine yield of first class seed.

HAULING CROPS. 


Alfont Strawberries. 


Strawberries require a large quantity 


of water, and this is usually more easily 
secured by thorough cultivation than by 
irrigation 


In an experiment in soil cnltnre at 


the Ohio station in 1897 there were 
found to be nearly 500 barrels of water 
more per acre in the cultivated than in 
the hoed plot. 
This influenced the 


growth greatly, and in the succeeding 
season increased the crop from 10 to 
C8 per cent. 


In cultivation it ia better to nse a 


plank clod crusher, at least half of the 
time, rather than a cultivator all of 
the time.

What It Cost.s to Transport Produce

An inquiry of this kind was made in 


November, ISDfi. by the United States 
department of agriculture through its 
office of road inquiry 
Ten thousand 


circulars were sent ont to farmers in 
all parts of the United States asking 
for information in these various par- 
ticulars. Replies were received from 
over 1,200 counties distributed through- 
out the United States, and the results 
were carefully compiled. The weight of 
loads hauled varied between an aver- 
age of 2,'109 pounds in the prairie 
states and an average of 1.307 pounds 
in the cotton states, the average weight 
of farm loads for the whole country be- 
ing 2.002 pounds, or practically a ton. 


The average haul was found to be 


12 1-10 miles, varying between 5 9-10 
miles in the eastern states and 23 3-10 
miles in the 
Pacific and mountain 


states. 
The average cost of marketing 


u ton of crops in the Duited States was 
found to he *3.02. 
It was as high as 


$5.12 in the Pacific coast and moun- 
tain states, dne to long hauls, and as 
low as $1.87 in the northern and east- 
eru'states, which are mure densely set- 
tled and where railroads are numerous 
and hauls are shorter. The average cost 
of hauling a ton a distance of one mile 
was 25 cents, it being 22 cents in the 
prairie and Pacific coast and mountain 
states and rising as high as 32 cents 
in the eastern states

>ld Fields and Timber LjimlM May Be 


Prwiitably Utilised. 


Every one of the southern states haa 


u larger proportion of uncultivated land 
than any northern oi1 western state, 
writes Henry Stewart. 
There are mil- 


lions of acres of timber lands, not to 
mention those old fields abandoned to 
nature for a time, during which they 
may gather a fresh supply of food for 
crops by gradual decomposition of the 
soil thua exposed to the weather. The 
southern farmer is making a great mis- 
take in this way. So muuh of his cap- 
ital is lying idle, and worse than idle, 
for in many instances the fields are 
scored by the rains and cut intognllies, 
the top soil being washed down on to 
the lower lands or borne bodily away 
lo the ocean by the streams. 


These old fields may be used for rais- 


ing millions of sheep if only the sim- 
plest kind of culture were given them. 
There are many crops that might grow 
ran these old lands at such a small ex- 
pense as would afford a much larger 
profit per acre than the lands planted 
with either corn or cotton. Deep plow- 
ing will immediately stop the washing 
and gullying of the land by the rain, 
and the remains of the crops grown and 
the manure of the sheep will quickly 
improve their fertility and bring it into 
regular culture again. Thus the keep- 


g of sheep will be the salvation of the 


south from its admitted poverty, which 
is due to overproduction of the chief 
stable—cotton—and the neglect of any 
means of restoring fertility by tha or- 
dinary methods of good farming. 


All through the south there is a vast 


quantity of valuable timber land on 
which there is an undergrowth that 
even row feeds and fattens thousands 
of cattle and millions of pigs. Sheep 
could be kept ou these lands with great 
profit, for they are held at very low 
prices, and in some districts they will 
afford ample feed for flocks without any 
help. Bnt by thinning ont the small 
timber and sowing these lands with 
grass the sheep would be easily carried 
over the worst of the season in coin- 
fort. 
The valuable timber would thus 


be retained to come into tise by and by. 
There are millions of the finest treea 
that anywhere else would be worth ten, 
twenty or more dollars, as they stand, 
for each one. By and by, when rail- 
oada are made, this timber will afford 
many hundred per cent profit on the 
purchase, and in the meantime a hand- 
some income may be made from the 
sheep fed in these sheltered, shady, cool 
and well watered pastures. There is an 
impression abroad that this part of the 
south is overrun by wandering dogs. 
This is far from being the case. Many 
flocks are now running at large on ahese 
lands, and it is a rare thing to hear of 
any damage done in this way. The 
population, of course, ia aparse, and 
must be where tracts of thousands of 
acres are lying unused, and so far, 
from several years' personal expurie-jca 
of the writer, not a sheep has been lost 
in this way. The people occupying the 
sparse settled tracts mostly keep u few 
sheep, and the dogs are trained to know 
the sheep, and 
will 
bunt rnbbits 


through the pastures without interfer- 
ing with the sheep. All this is true of 
what is known as the mountain region, 
tho backbone of the eastern part of tho 
United States. 


Twenty-five cents is an ample allow- 


ance for the year's cost of feeding a 
sheep in this extensive region. 
The 


same estimate ia quite sufficient for the 
lowland country, from the foot of the 


Local Adaptation <>r Varieties In Ap- 


ple Crowing.

neighboring states. 
It is a waste oi' 


time and worry to argue against this 
proposition, though there are persons 
who are always ambitious to prosecute 
this hopeless case. Tho third conclu- 
sion is that Ben Davis is uot the best 
apple for the whole world, or even for 
the whole of North America. This is 
a proposition, however, which one 
hears challenged everywhere, and it is 
the one most worthy uf discussion. 


About once a week on'an average 


some one asl:s me if I would advise 
planting Ben Davis in Vermont, or in 
New York, Quebec or New Hampshire, 
as the case may bo. Of course it will 
not do to advise a man in such cases, 
though most folka think that that is 
what an experiment station horticul- 
turist exists for. 1 sometimes say that 
I wouldn't plant Ben Davis if I were 
starting a commercial orchard iu New 
England, and my reasons are those 
hinted at by Professor Craig iu a re- 
cent number of Gardening. 


In the first place, nobody in New 


England can grow Ben Davis to com- 
pete with 
Missouri, Arkansas 
and 


Kansas. 
Out 
there 
Bon Davis is 


enough larger, fairer and better col- 
ored that a Vormoutor or the Quebec 
habitant would hardly recognize the 
variety, 
Thexi the growers of 
the 


Ozark region anc! thereabout can pro- 
duce Ben Davis for half the expense 
required 
iu 
New England, perhaps 


less. They grow the variety iu large 
quantities out west, so that they both 
lix the price and set the standard of 
quality. In times of sharp competi- 
tion the prico is so low and the quality 
(quality tn Ben Davis moans si/.e and 
color) Is so high that the New England 
apple grower stands no chance on 
either side. 


One of the refinements of fruit cul- 


ture that are fast growing iu Impor- 
tance is that of closer local adaptation 
of varieties. 
Ben Davis reaches its 


port'eclion In the Mississippi valley. 
Baldwin is adapted to Massachusetts, 
and Vermont can grow Spy and Fa- 
mouse to beat the world.

The American colony in Porto Rico is 


still small, for it has been in existence 
only a few months, but it is rapidly in- 
creasing. Besides army and government 
officers there are now in San Juan a 
number of American business men who 
are obliged to stay there to look after 
their commercial interests. 
Some of 


these have brought their families down, 
much to the delight of tie army wom- 
en, who have been very lonesome for so- 
ciety of their own kind. 


Until recently Mrs. Guy V. Henry, 


wife of the military governor of the is- 
land, was the leader of the social circle 
at, San Juan. She it was who organized 
the first patriotic league and banded 
some of the native women into an 
American sewing society. Mrs. Fred D. 
Grant, wife of the brigadier general, 
also did her share in enlivening exist- 
ence for the members of the colony. Her 
dances and receptions were the most 
brilliant affairs that have been given 
since the Spaniards left. 


But both Mrs. Henry and Mrs. Grant 


have left the island, and now the first 
American lady iu Porto Rico is Mrs. 
Philip C. Eanna, wife of the United 
States consul at San Juan. She knows 
Porto Rico and the Porto Ricans thor- 
oughly, for she went there when her 
husband was first appointed to bis pres- 
ent post at the beginning of the HcKiii- 
ley administration.

Hunna played an important part in the 
campaign of General Miles in Porto 
Rico.

These Americans at least had 
gained tbeir respect, und the courtly 
floas saw no reason to change their at- 
titude because oE international affairs. 


But the Porto Biciins acted different- 


ly. Eager to gain Spanish favor, tley 
exhibited contempt and disrespect for 
all things American. A guard of police 
stationed constantly at the consulate 
was necessary to prevent mob violence. 


During all this period, while Spanish 


respect remained supreme, the Consul 
and Mrs. Haunu were defiant to Porto 
Rican hatred. They appeared as usual 
on the plaza daring the triweekly mili- 
tary concert. Tbey were jeered and 
shouted at by the crowd, bnt the big, 
larky lowan, cool ana reserved, walked 
quietly up and down, and the little wo- 
man in white kept up a brave front, 
smi';ng with perfect sang froid. 


It took grit for the consul's wife to 


remain! for all means of exit from the 
island were now being cutoff. The con- 
sul, however, was bound to remain at 
his post until definite orders came from 
headquarters, while all urcnnd him an 
angry populace literally gnashed its 
teeth with rage in the face of bis cool- 
ness. Finally, on April 12, the order 
came to leave. , 


"Here's our walking papers." the 


consul said to his wife. 


"Ses, really 1" was all she said, 


with a little rising inflection of indif- 
ference. 


During their escape in a British ves- 


sel Mrs. Hanna exhibited the same cool 
courage. She was left behind at St. 
Thomas when Consul Hamia went with 
General Miles on his campaign of inva- 
sion. She had ia the meantime learned 
the official secret code and found a 
chance to nse it. 


Although General Miles was in Porto 


Rico, he 
knew nothing about the 


strength of the opposing Spanish force. 
Bnt Mrs. Hanna at the cable station in 
St. Thomas learned all about tbe situ- 
ation in San Juan and promptly trans- 
mitted these facts to her husband. She 
cabled that the 20,000 troops which the 
Spanish were supposed to have near 
Snn Juan were largely mythical, and 
that the greater part of the native Porto 
Rican volunteers were so badly scared 
that they were ready to desert at the 
first shot. 


General Miles was glad to get such 


information, yon may be sure, and he 
complimented Ccnsul Hanna on having 
snch an abloand level beaded helpmeet. 


Of course it was great satisfaction 


to Mrs. Hanna to re-enter triumphantly 
San Juan, where she had been hoot- 
ed as she walktd the streets, and see 
stars mid 
stripes 
everywhere. 
She 


may have forgiven tbe Porto Ricans — 
probably she has — but it is doubtful if 
she will ever forget those unpleasant 
months she spent iu San Juan just be- 
fore the war.

cian of the department of agriculture

an increase of about 5 per cent, over 
acreage harvested last year.

acres or upward in corn last year, all 
but Virginia, Kentucky and Ohio show 
an increase, and the decrease in the 
three states named is very small. A 
nnch larger increase than has actually 
taken place is reported as having been 
contemplated, but a later or otherwise 
unfavorable planting season has re- 
stricted operations in Illinois, Indiana 
and several other important states.

Stones IVlugt lie Removed. 


According-to the new law, supervis 


ors are now compelled to remove the 
loose stones from the country roads a' 
least once a month during April, May 
June, July August, September and Oc 
tober of each year. 


Following is a copy of the act, whi 


was approved May ,': 


Section 1. Be it enacted, ete., tha 


from and after the passage of thi 
act. the township supervisors and roa 
commissioners of the several townshij- 
of this commonwealth shall, annually 
on the first Monday of April, enter intc 
a contract with one or more taxpayers 
to remove and take away the loose 
stones from the main traveled high 
ways in such township at least once a 
month during the months of April 
May. June, July, August, Septernbe: 
and October of each year. 


Section 2. The supervisors or road 


commissioners as aforesaid may dele 
gate the authority conferred by thi: 
act to the pathmakers, and in any ease 
the compensation allowed to the per 
son or persons performing said work 
shall be made by crediting the amount 
upon t.he road tax assessed against 
them.
